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Pan  steps  down 
to  aid  CEDC  bid

George  Pan  resigned  last  week  as 
chairman  of  the  board  of  the  Chinese 
Economic  Development  Council,  saying 
the  move  was  meant  to  bolster  CEDC’s 
chances  to  be  chosen  developer  of  the 
R3-R3A  housing  project  in  Chinatown. 

Saying  his  decision  to  leave  was  “total¬ 
ly  voluntary”  and  that  he  had  “no  in¬ 
terest  in  being  chairman  again,”  Pan  ex¬ 
plained  that  his  plan  to  step  down  came 
after  he  informed  the  Boston  Redevelop¬ 
ment  Authority  last  month  that  he  would 
no  longer  be  participating  in  decisions  in¬ 
volving  the  R3-R3A  project. 

While  Pan  aimounced  that  he  would  be 
resigning  as  chairman,  a  postiion  he  has 
held  since  1980,  he  explained  that  he 
would  remain  a  member  of  CEDC’s 
board.  “I  think  the  continuity  is  helpful, 
he  said.  “I  want  to  be  there  to  be 
helpful.”  He  added  that  his  “mission  is 
to  make  CEDC  win”  the  R3-R3A  com¬ 
petition. 

In  recent  we^,  the  issue  of  Pan’s  past 
troubles  with  the  government  have 
become  an  issue  in  the  competition  bet¬ 
ween  CEDC  and  the  Asian  Community 
Development  Corporation  to  build  more 
than  220  units  of  housing  on  BRA  land  at 
Oak  and  Washington  streets  in 
Chinatown. 

In  1984  Pan  was  convicted  of 
defrauding  the  US  government  of  about 


$105,000.  The  conviction  came  as  the 
result  of  contracts  between  Pan’s  Ran¬ 
dolph  firm.  Systems  Architects  Inc.,  and 
the  US  government. 

Charged  with  overbilling  the  govern¬ 
ment  and  using  the  money  for  personal 
expenses.  Pan,  who  feels  he  was  unjustly 
prosecuted,  served  a  30  day  prison 
sentence  as  a  result  of  his  conviction. 

For  some  members  of  the  Chinatown 
community.  Pan’s  conviction  has  cast  a 
shadow  over  CEDC  and  hindered  it’s 
credibility  in  the  community. 

In  an  interview  last  week.  Pan  defend¬ 
ed  himself  against  what  he  calls  “attack 
articles”  and  the  “negative”  campaign 
being  waged  against  him  and  CEDC  by 
ACDC  -  a  charge  that  ACDC  strongly 
denies. 

“I  don’t  want  my  family  to  suffer  from 
all  these  attack  articles,”  he  said.  “I 
don’t  want  CEDC  to  be  destroyed  by  the 
negative  campaign  of  the  new  forces  in 
Chinatown.” 

“I  planned  to  resign  a  long  time  ago,” 
he  added,  “and  this  is  a  good  time  to  go  if 
I  can  help  the  CEDC  win  the  R3-R3A 
project.” 

Pan,  who  co-founded  CEDC  15  years 
ago,  defended  his  record  as  CEDC  chair¬ 
man,  pointing  out  that  during  his  tenure 
he  has  saved  the  organization  from  the 
brink  of  bankruptcy,  developed  the  China

A  mural  size  reproduction  of  a  famous 
Chinese  landscape  painting  will  soon 
grace  the  side  of  Oxford  Place  in 
Chinatown. 

Funded  in  part  with  a  $12,500  grant 
from  the  Massachusetts  Council  on  the 
Arts  and  Humanities,  the  mural  will  be  a 
reproduction  of  a  painting  by  Sung  dynas¬ 
ty  artist  Fan  K’uan  called  “Travel  to  the 
Mountains  in  Autumn.”  The  grant  was 
recently  received  by  the  Stanley  Chin 
Foundation  and  the  Chinese  Economic 
Development  Council. 


The  reproduction  will  be  made  from  a 
16th  Century  replica  of  the  original  Sung 
work  that  is  currently  part  of  the  Boston 
Museum  of  Fine  Arts’  Asiatic  collection. 
The  painting  shows  travellers  passing 
along  winding  paths  and  over  bridges 
toward  cloud-schrouded  mountains. 

Painting  the  mural  will  be  Wen-Ti 
Tsen,  a  Boston  artist  who  previously 
worked  on  the  mural  at  34  Oak  Street, 
and  Zuo  Yuan,  who  attended  art  school  in 
Beijing  and  recently  received  a  master  of 
fine  arts  degree  from  the  Massachusetts

First  Asian  Americanexhibit  atCCI 


For  many  Asian  American  ar¬ 
tists,  the  influence  their  dual 
cultural  backgrounds  has  on 
their  work  is  often  difficult  to 
guage. 

As  a  way  to  further  explore 
such  influences,  the  Chinese 
Culture  Institue  is  presenting  its 
first  annual  Asian  American  Art 
exhibition,  which  will  include 
the  work  of  eight  Chinese  and 
Japanese  American  artists. 

“There  were  over  thirty  ar¬ 
tists  who  sent  slides,’’  said 
Doris  Chu,  director  of  the 
Chinese  Culture  Institute.  “We 
selected  eight  of  them.’’  Most  of 
the  artists  were  from  the  Boston 
area,  she  said,  but  there  were 
also  submissions  from  artists  in 
Michigan,  Arkansas,  and  New 
York.  Six  of  the  eights  artists 
whose  work  will  be  shown  are 
from  the  greater  Boston  area. 

“The  loose  stylistic  affinity  is 
that  they’re  all  quite  modem  and 
they  all  betray,  if  not  obviously, 
their  bicultural  background,’’ 
said  Chu. 

While  the  Institute  has 
regularly  exhibited  the  works  of 
Chinese  and  Chinese  American 
artists,  this  year’s  show  marks 
the  first  time  that  an  exhibit  will- 
be  dedicated  to  the  art  of  Asian 
Americans  in  general. 

“In  a  few  years,  Boston  may 
have  a  center  dedicated  to  visu^ 
and  performing  arts  of  Asian 
people,’’  Chu  pointed  out.  “But 
before  that  happens  an  annual 
show  is  very  useful  for  both  the 
audience  and  the  artists.’’ 

When  looking  at  the  work  of 
Asian  American  artists,  Chu  ex¬ 
plained,  it  is  sometimes  difficult 
to  pinpoint  precisely  the  in¬ 
fluence  that  their  cultural 
background  has  had  on  their 
work.  Nevertheless,  she  added, 
the  influence  is  present  in  the 
works  of  all  the  artists 
represented  in  the  exhibit. 

'‘These  people  do  have  dual 
cultural  backgrounds,’’  she  said. 
“No  matter  how  much  one 
dominates  over  the  other  one, 
they  can  never  shut  off  their 
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father  or  mother’s  cultural  jg  because  we’d  like  to  let  the 
background.’’  American  public  see  what  they

their  cultural  backgrounds  bear  ..jhe  significance  of  this 
on  their  work,  said  Chu.  The  show  is  principally  to  provide  a

exhibit  their  ideas  through  their 
works,”  Chu  said.  “Also  to  let 
the  Boston  audience  be  aware  of 
the  Asian  artistic  community, 
their  development  and  growth, 
and  their  contribution  to  the  art , 
•scene.” 

According  to  Chu,  there  are 
not  that  many  Asian  American 
artists  in  the  Boston  area  -  a  fact 
which  she  attributed  partly  to  the 
emphasis,  placed  in  Chinese^ 
culture  and  family  life  on  the 
pursuit  of  more  practical 
careers. 

“For  the  Chinese  American 
people,”  she  said,  “their 
parents  and  grandparents 
directed  them  to  other 
more... practical  areas  than  art.” 

While  she  believes  that  could 
“gradually  change,”  she  ex¬ 
plained  that  such  attitudes 
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developed  in  part  from  the 
obstacles  Asians  confronted  as 
unmigrants.  When  the  Chinese 
first  arrived  in  the  United  States, 
said  Chu,  their  employment  op¬ 
portunities  were  often  limited  to 
working  as  grocers  or  restaurant 
workers,  lliat,  in  turn,  created  a 
limited  image  of  Chinese  peo¬ 
ple,  she  added. 

In  recent  decades,  however, 
that  image  has  changed  as 
Chinese  have  become  successful 
in  a  variety  of  professional 
fields,  especially  science  and 
technology.  “Chinese  didn’t 
change,”  Chu  said.  “Chinese 
remained  the  same.  It’s  the  im¬ 
age  about  them  that’s 
changing.” 

Artists  included  in  this  year’s 
show  include  Japanese 
American  artists  Lucy  Arai- 
Abranson,  Yoshiko  Yamanioto 
and  Elaine  Yoneoka,  and 
Chinese  American  artists  Jim 
Eng,  Lillian  Hsu-Flanders,  Dora  ' 
Hsiung,  Valerie  Jayne  and  Ji 
Yun-Fei. 

Hsu-Flanders,  whose 
sculptures  and  mixed-media 
work  will  be  exhibited  in  the 
show,  said  that  while  she  would 
“just  as  soon  not  have  anything 
to  do  with  categories,”  She 
believes  that  her  own  work  has 
been  influenced  by  her  AJ^ian 
cultural  background. 

At  first  she  didn't  see  the  in¬ 
fluence  of  her  Asian  background 
in  her  work,  but  when  others 
began  to  point  it  out  to  her,  her 
aittitude  began  to  change.  “I  was 
just  making  these  things,”  she 
said.  “It  wasn’t  intended  and  I 
wouldn’t  have  predicted  it.” 

The  works  included  in  the 
show  range  from  painting  to 
ceramics,  weaving  .sculpture  and 
mixed-media,  said  Chu. 

The  exhibit  will  run  from 
Sept.  8-Oct.  29,  at  the  dbinese 
Culture  Institute,  276  Tremont 
St.,  Boston.  Gallery  hours  are 
Tuesday-Saturday,  10  a.m.-S 
p.m.

Chinatown  seeks  jobs  linkage  funds 


Saying  that  Chinatown 
deserves  the  largest  share  of  the 
city’s  newly  available  jobs  train¬ 
ing  funds,  three  conununity  ser¬ 
vice  agencies  are  seeking 
linkage  money  to  develop 
English  as  a  S^ond  Language 
and  skills  training  programs. 

The  Chinatown  Service  Con¬ 
sortium,  which  includes  the 
Chinese  American  Civic 
Association,  the  Quincy  School 
Community  Council,  and  the 
Chinatown  Occupational  Train¬ 
ing  Center,  is  seeking  about 
$220,000  of  the  roughly 
$600,000  available  from  the 
Neighborhood  Jobs  Trust  Funds 
through  the  Mayor’s  Office  of 


Community  Services. 

Established  in  198S  as  part  of 
Mayor  Raymond  Flynn’s  plan  to 
assure  that  neighborhoods 
benefit  from  downtown  develop¬ 
ment,  the  Jobs  Trust  was  creat^ 
from  linkage  funds  contributed 
by  developers  at  the  rate  of  $1 
per  square  foot  for  every  foot  of 
construction  over  100,000 
square  feet. 

The  linkage  money  has 
become  available  in  the  last  six 
months,  according  to  Kristen 
McCormack,  director  of  the 
Mayor’s  Office  of  Jobs  and 
Community  Services.  “It’s  im¬ 
portant  that  all  Boston  residents 
are  able  to  benefit  from  the 


downtown  economy,’’  she  said. 

“Chinatown  feels  that  it 
deserves  most  of  the  funding 
because  most  of  the  develop¬ 
ment  is  impacting  Chinatown,’’ 
said  Chau-ming  Lee,  executive 
director  of  the  CACA. 

According  to  Lee,  the  consor¬ 
tium  is  proposing  to  use  the 
money  to  develop  ESL  and  skills 
training  programs  in  Chinatown. 

The  program  proposed  by 
CACA  involves  ESL  and  ma^ 
courses,  job  seeking  skills  and 
career  exploration  segments, 
and  job  specific  ESL  sections. 
Students  can  choose  to  pursue 
job  specific  ESL  in  three 
categories,  including 


Business/Office, 
Trades/Construction,  and  Ser¬ 
vice/Hospitality.  The  Quincy 
Council  will  seek  money  for 
ESL  training,  while  COTC  will 
seek  funding  for  skills  training 
programs. 

“We  feel  we  deserve  all 
$400,000,”  said  Lee  of  the 
money  available  for  job  training. 
“  We  think  our  programs  are  im¬ 
portant  to  Chinatown.  I  think 
$220,000  is  not  a  lot  of  money’.’ 

According  to  the  current  for¬ 
mula,  “a  minimum  of  20  per¬ 
cent  would  be  used  in  the  im¬ 
pacted  neighborhood,”  McCor¬ 
mack  said.  “Additional  moneys 
are  dependent  on  the  com¬ 


petitiveness  of  the  proposals 
submitted  by  the  Cninatown 
organizations.” 

In  mid-July,  the  city  issued 
Request  for  Proposals  to 
“several  hundred  community 
based  organizations  that  provide 
job  training  and  literacy”  pro¬ 
grams,  McCormack  said.  The 
proposals,  she  added,  are  due 
Sept.  9  and  final  decisions  will 
be  made  by  late  September  or 
early  October.

Chinatown  and  city  work  on  plan 
to  solve  trash  disposal  problem 


Members  of  the  Chinatown 
community  recently  met  with  ci¬ 
ty  officials  to  begin  ironing  out 
the  details  of  an  agreement  to  ad¬ 
dress  the  neighborhood’s  ongo¬ 
ing  trash  and  garbage  disposal 
problems. 

While  Chinatown  and  city  of¬ 
ficials  appeared  to  agree  on  most 
points  being  considered  in  the 
agreement,  the  city  declined  to 
agree  to  a  Chinatown  request 
that  tickets  for  trash  disposal 
violations  not  be  issued  till  after 
10  a.m.  in  the  morning.  The  city 
currently  can  issue  such  tickets 
after  7  a.m. 

The  city,  however,  agreed  to 
refrain  from  issuing  tickets  for 
trash  and  garbage  disposal  viola¬ 
tions  until  the  agreement  could 
be  signed  and  put  into  effect.  In 
recent  weeks,  Chinatown 
businessmen  have  complained 
that  the  city  has  been  unfairly  is¬ 
suing  tickets  for  trash  and  gar¬ 
bage  disposal  violations. 

Davis  Woo,  a  member  of  the 
Chinatown-South  Cove 
Neighborhood  Council,  asked 
Don  Gillis,  director  of  the 
Mayor’s  Office  of 
Neighborhood  Services,  to 


refrain  from  issuing  tickets  till 
after  10  a.m.  so  that 
businessmen  would  have  time  to 
clean  the  streets  before  the  in¬ 
spectors  arrived. 

Gillis,  however,  agreed  only 
to  support  requests  by  residents 
and  merchants  to  schedule  hear¬ 
ings  for  tickets  they  felt  were  un¬ 
fairly  issued.  “We’re  not 
prepared  at  this  time  to  change 
the  hours,”  Gillis  said. 

In  addition,  there  were 
complaints  that  some  of  the 
city’s  inspectors  were  being  in¬ 
sensitive  to  the  community  and 
inflexible  in  issuing  tickets. 
Glenn  Braverman  of  the  Chinese 
Economic  Development  Council 
suggested  that  the  city  assign 
people  “familiar  with  the  com¬ 
munity”  to  issue  tickets  in 
Chinatown. 

Gillis  suggested  that 
Chinatown  and  city  officials 
eventually  meet  at  City  Hall  to 
discuss  and  sign  the  agreement. 
“We  have  to  move  forward 
together  based  on  an 
agreement,”  he  said. 

“We  know  we  have  a  pro¬ 
blem,”  Gillis  said.  “This  is  a 
priority  from  Mayor  Flynn’s

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point  of  view.” 

According  to  the  draft  agree¬ 
ment  issued  by  Gillis  at  the 
meeting,  the  city  would  agree  to 
a  number  of  points,  while 
various  Chinatown  organiza¬ 
tions,  such  as  the  Chinese  Con¬ 
solidated  Benevolent  Associa¬ 
tion  ,  the  Chinatown-South 
Cove  Neighborhood  Council, 
and  CEDC,  would  agree  to 
others. 

The  city,  for  example,  would 
enforce  regulations  for  the 
disposal  of  tr^h  and  littering, 
require  restaurants  to  sulmiit 
trash  disposal  plans  as  part  of 
their  applications  for  health  per¬ 
mits,  as  well  as  provide  trash 
bags  for  a  two  week  period  for 
residents  and  merchants. 

The  CCBA,  meanwhile, 
would  agree  to  work  out  with 
Chinatown  merchants  a  plan  for 
the  uniform  pick-up  of  commer¬ 
cial  and  residential  trash  and 
garbage  so  that  disputes  could  be 
eliminated  over  whether  trash 
should  be  picked  up  by  cora- 
merial  or  residential  haulers. 

The  CCBA  would  also  be  re¬ 
quired  to  support  the  city  by  en¬ 
couraging  its  members  and  mer¬ 
chants  to  comply  with  health  and 
other  regulations.  It  would  also 
agree  to  establish  and  implement 
a  grease  disposal  and  storage 
program  in  which  the  issuance 
of  a  health  certificate  would  be 
contingent  on  such  a  plan.  Many 
Chinatown  restaurants  are 
allegedly  pouring  their 
restaurant  grease  down  sewer 
drains  near  their  restaurants. 

The  CEDC  would  agree  to 
develop  educational  programs 
on  trash  storage  and  disposal, 
mount  clean-up  campaigns  in  the 
neighborhood,  and  develop  an 
award  program  as  an  incentive 
to  keep  the  neighborhood  clean. 

The  neighborhood  council 
would  be  required  to  implement 
a  program  to  inform  residents  of 
the  ongoing  effort  to  keep  the 
neighborhood  clean. 

A  public  meeting  on  the 
Chinatown/City  agreement  was 
scheduled  for  Sept.  6  at  the 
CCBA.

students  and  professional  Asian 
Americans  who  are  interested  in 
Asian  American  education,  and 
community  issues.  We  strive  to 
give  a  realistic  image  of  Asian 
Americans  by  educating  the 
community  and  ourselves,  and 
understanding  the  role  of  race 
and  racism,”  Dow  said. 

As  described  by  Dow,  the 
AARW  is  a  place  made  up  of 
people  -  “People  as 
Resources.”  Its  office  features 
an  extensive  library  of  Asian 
American  history,  and  produces 
“The  Newsletter,”  a  publica¬ 
tion  read  by  over  500  people,  as 
well  as  timely  reports  on  current 
issues,  such  as  “To  Live  in 
Peace... Responding  to  Anti- 
Asian  Violence  in  Boston.” 

According  to  Dow,  the 
9-year-old  organization  is  alive 
thanks  to  dedicated  volunteers 
and  members  who  are  commit¬ 
ted  to  creating  a  more  just  socie¬ 
ty.  Issues  such  as  housing, 
education,  and  access  to  art  and 
culture  are  among  the  most  im- 
portant  concerns  of  the 
Workshop. 

“We  have  grown  in  terms  of 
experience  and  foundations,”  he 
said.  “The  presence  and  rqxita- 
tion  of  the  AARW  is  apparent  in 
the  community.  New  England 
and  to  Asian  Africans  nation¬ 
wide.”  The  AARW,  he  added, 
also  works  with  the  black  and 
Hi^unic  communities  in  broad 
bas^  coalitions. 

More  recently,  the  AARW  has 
been  working  on  compiling  an 
Asian  American  cartoon 
storybook.  “Using  the  graphic 
media,  we  will  tell  the  stories  of 
different  communities  such  as 
the  Chinese  American  and  the 
Japanese  American  com¬ 
munities.  We  will  present  the 
Asian  American  experience 
through  characters  who  grow  up 
Asian  in  the  United  States,” 
Dow  explained.  Funded  by  the 
Massachusetts  Council  Heritage 
Program,  the  storybook  is  ex¬ 
pected  to  be  ready  this  fall. 

Another  important  Workshop 
component  is  the  community  in- 
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Americans.  The  recording 
features  music  that  spans  four 
centuries  of  cultural  heritage 
from  ancient  kulingtang  music  to 
today’s  jazz.  The  evening’s  pro¬ 
gram  includes  Fred  Houn  on 
saxophone  and  a  video  presenta¬ 
tion  by  Marina  Feleo-Gonzales 
who  wrote  “A  Song  for 
MantHig.”

ternship  program.  “The  purpose 

is  to  give  Asian  American 
students  an  opportunity  to 
educate  themselves  and  to 
devote  their  skills  to  the  Asian 
community  organizations ,  ’  ’ 
Dow  said. 

According  to  Dow,  the 
10-week  summer  program  is 
divided  into  two  weeks  of  inten¬ 
sive  seminars  and  workshops 
where  students  learn  jfiom  com¬ 
munity  activists  topics  ranging 
from  Asian  American  history 
and  culture  to  other  Asian 
American  issues,  followed  by 
placement  within  the  communi- 
Dow  encourages  students 
mroughout  the  year  to  par¬ 
ticipate  in  conununity  projects. 
“There  is  a  rising  consciousness 
among  students  regarding  their 
own  sense  of  personal  Asian 
American  identity,”  he  said. 

Both  Dow  and  others  at  the 
AARW  have  conducted 
seminars  at  area  universities  on 
such  issues  as  Asian  American 
History,  anti-Asian  violence, 
and  the  myth  of  the  Asian 
minority.  In  1987  Dow  was  in¬ 
vited  to  be  a  member  of  the 
Children’s  Museum 

multicultural  advisory  board,  a 
multiethnic  group  of  activists 
and  educators  who  promote  ap¬ 
preciation  of  all  cultures,  and 
strive  to  reduce  racism  and 


discrimination. 

“My  involvement  with  the 
board  is  in  the  interest  of  pro¬ 
moting  multicultural  programm¬ 
ing  for  children  in  general. 
Children  have  to  see  that  their 
cultures  are  being  validated  by 
institutions  such  as  the 
Children’s  Museum,”  Dow 
said. 

Being  active  in  the  conununity 
was  at  least  in  part  inspired  by 
the  example  of  his  fa&er,  the 
late  Harry  Dow,  a  weU-known, 
AsiMi  American  activist  born 
and  raised  in  Boston’s  South 
End. 

“My  father  was  the  first  Asian 
American  to  be  admitted  to  the 
Massachusetts  Bar  as  a  lawyer,” 
he  said.  “Back  then,  the  local 
newspapers  made  a  big  deal  out 
of  it.  He  did  a  lot  of  work  for 
progressive  causes.  He  was  on 
the  board  of  directors  of  the 
Greater  Boston  Legal  Services, 
a  legal  agency  that  provides  peo¬ 
ple  of  lower  income  the  services 
of  lawyers  for  minimal  cost.  He 
was  idso  instrumental  in  the 
South  End  community.  He 
donated  his  legal  services  to  the 
poor  and  the  disenfranchised.” 

Dow  says  that  his  father’s  ac¬ 
tivism  has  influenced  his  own 
work.  “I  was  inspired  by  the 
way  he  empowered  com-

Trade  Center  and  Oxford  Place  and  31 
Beach  St.  housing. 

Saying  that  he  has  never  benefited 
financially  from  his  involvement  in 
CEDC,  Pan  points  out  that  the  31  Beach 
Street  building  was  owned  by  him  before 
he  sold  it  to  CEDC  without  making  a  pro¬ 
fit.  “I  could  have  made  at  least  a  few 
million  dollars  alone  on  the  building  and  I 
refused  to  do  it,”  he  said. 

Pan  accused  ACDC  of  waging  a 
“negative”  campaign  against  him,  say¬ 
ing  that  he  was  told  by  three  people  that 
an  ACDC  member  was  responsible  for 
circulating  information  on  his  legal  pro¬ 
blems. 

ACDC  project  coordinator  Tarry  Hum 
vehemently  denied  the  charge  that  a 
member  of  ACDC  had  circulated  Pan’s 
court  records.  “I  can  tell  you  right  now 
there  is  absolutely  no  truth  to  that,”  she 
said.  “On  the  record,  off  the  record, 
there  is  no  truth  to  that.” 

Hum  further  pointed  out  that  Pan  has 
apparently  made  enemies  in  the  com¬ 
munity  who  emerge  when  the  opportunity 
arises  and  that  this  won’t  be  the  first  time 
his  court  records  have  been 
circulated.  “In  fact  it’s  happened  before 
and  ACDC  had  nothing  to  do  with  it,” 
she  said. 

ACDC  director  Tunney  Lee,  mean¬ 
while,  pointed  out  that  while  ACDC 
wants  to  keep  the  competition’s  debate 
focused  on  the  merits  of  the  two  pro¬ 
posals,  the  background  of 

board  members  was  a  legitimate  issue  in 
choosing  a  developer. 

Last  year,  according  to  one  source, 
there  was  an  effort  to  meet  with  Pan  to 
convince  him  to  resign  as  chairman,  but 
the  meeting  was  delayed  and  no  vote  was 
cfci  taken. 

One  former  board  member  paints  an 
uncomplimentary  picture,  of  Pan’s  style. 
“George  ran  the  meetings  like  a 
dictator,”  he  said,  alleging  that  board 
members  came  and  went  without  bylaws 
being  correctly  followed.  Pan,  according 
to  one  source,  would  make  most  decisons 
without  much  discussion;  would  dismiss 
“people  who  may  have  challenged  him,” 
and  decided  on  his  own  which  commit¬ 
tees  board  members  would  serve  on. 

Pan,  meanwhile,  said  the  charges  are 
untrue.  He  said  that  the  bylaws  were 
followed  and  that  some  of  the  resentment 
against  him  stems  from  his  involvement 
in  two  development  projects  -  Kingston- 
Bedford/Parcel  18,  and  125  Summer 


Street. 

Last  year,  a  number  of  former  CEDC 
board  memters  requested  that  the  Office 
■  of  Attorney  Genei^  James  Shannon  in¬ 
vestigate  dleged  bylaw  infractions  by 
CEDC.  One  issue  involved  was  the  man¬ 
ner  in  which  a  number  of  board  members 
were  removed  from  the  board. 

Robert  Guen,  a  member  of  the 
Chinatown-South  Cove  Neighborhood 
Council,  said  he  was  notified  by  letter 
that  he  was  no  longer  a  board  member  on 
the  day  a  special  board  meeting  was  to  be 
held  last  year.  Also  leaving  the  board  at 
that  time  was  Joseph  Chin  and  William 
Chin,  who  declined  to  comment  on  the 
matter. 

While  Pan  says  that  Guen  was  removed 
from  the  board  because  he  missed  90  per¬ 
cent  of  the  meetings,  Guen,  who  admitted 
diat  he  hadn’t  been  attending  regularly  in 
the  six  months  prior  to  the  meeting,  said 
he  believes  other  reasons  motivate  his 
removal,  such  as  his  independent  stand 
on  issues  and  the  fact  that,  having  grown 
up  in  Chinatown,  he  takes  a  somewhat 
different  view  of  things  than  Pan,  who  is 
from  the  suburbs.  “The  people  asked  to 
leave  that  day,”  Guen  said.  “We’ve  all 
been  strongly  connected  to  Chinatown.” 

A  spokesman  for  the  attorney  general’s 
office  said  the  office’s  Public  Charities 
Division  has  received  “a  letter  regarding 
the  operation  of  CEDC,”  but  he  declined 
to  comment  any  further  on  it. 

Marcus  Weiss,  the  group’s  attorney, 
said,  “It  would  be  inappropriate  for  us  to 
comment  while  the  matter  is  under  in¬ 
vestigation.” 

“I  have  in  the  past  advised  the  board  on 
ethical  matters,”  said  Weiss,  who  ex¬ 
plained  that  present  and  past  board 
members  “have  been  communicating 
with  public  agencies”  on  the  matter. 

Pan,  meanwhile,  defends  his  tenure  on 
the  board,  saying  that  other  CEDC  board 
members  share  responsibility  in  the 
operation  of  the  organization.  “Nobody 
in  CEDC  has  that  much  power,”  Pan 
said.  “To  dismiss  somebody  like  a  mos-- 
quite.” 

“If  you  think  George  Pan  is  a  person 
who  can  determine  the  destiny  of 
Chinatown  you’re  wrong,”  he  add^. 

According  to  Pan,  changes  in  the 
makeup  of  the  board  reflect  changes  and 
events  occurring  in  Chinatown,  par¬ 
ticularly  the  Kingston  site  and  125  Sum- 
merStreetdevelopments.“That  was  a  bad 
time,”  said  Pan  of  the  period  when 
William  Chin,  Joseph  Chin  and  Guen 
were  removed  from  the  board.  “There 
were  a  lot  of  fights  going  on.” 


“I  don’t  want  to  give  you  the  impres¬ 
sion  that  organizations  don’t  have 
politics,”  he  added.  “I’m  trying  not  to 
deny  that  in  Chinatown  a  lot  of  things 
happen  that  involve  the  overall  political 
climate  of  Chinatown.” 

Some  of  the  developments  occurring  on 
the  perimeter  of  Chinatown  have  at  times 
created  controversey  because  “people 
wanted  to  take  a  piece  of  the  pie,”  Pan 
said. 

Pan  said  that  CEDC  is  an  activist 
organization  and  that  such  activity 
sometimes  leads  to  criticism.  He  added 
that  his  own  willingness  to  get  involved  in 
the  conununi^  sometimes  creates  dif¬ 
ficulties  for  him.  “I  get  involved,”  said 
Pan.  “I  definitely  make  enemies.” 

“If  ACDC  is  successful  five  years 
down  the  road  they’re  going  to  have  the 
same  problem,”  he  said. 

“I  don’t  like  the  trend  that’s  taking 
place  in  Chinatown,”  he  added.  “Instead 
of  trying  to  work  out  our  problems,  we’re 
trying  to  declare  war.” 

Replacing  Pan  as  acting  board  chair¬ 
man  will  be  Bing  Wong.  “It  is  a  tough 
decision  for  him  to  make,”  said  Wong. 
“I  admire  his  courage  to  face  such  a 
challenge.  In  the  past  years  he  has  made 
numerous  contributions  to  Chinatown.” 

“He  is  unfairly  targetted  this  time,”  he 
said.  “His  cases  are  not  completely  settl¬ 
ed  yet.  Attacking  him  before  the  final 
decision  is  not  proper.  People  are  inno¬ 
cent  before  they’re  found  guilty.  Nobody 
understands  the  facts.  I.  don’t  know  the 
facts  myself.” 

Also  commenting  on  Pan’s  resignation 
was  board  member  Allen  Chin,  who  said 
he  was  not  surprised  by  Pan’s  decision. 
“I  felt  it  was  die  best  thing  under  the  cir¬ 
cumstances,”  he  said,  explaining  that  the 
controversey  surrounding  Pan  has  at 
times  presented  difficulties  for  CEDC. 
“It  is  not  necessarily  what  he  has  done, 
but  the  publicity  surrounding  it„”  he  add¬ 
ed. 

Several  sources  suggested  that  CEDC- 
wbuld  gamer  more  community  support 
for  it’s  bid  to  build  the  R3-R3A  housing 
project  if  Pan  were  no  longer  so  involved 
in  its  operation. 

Meanwhile,  the  BRA  hopes  to  choose  a 
developer  for  the  R3-R3A  project  by 
Sept.  29,  when  the  board  meets  for  the 
last  time  this  month,  said  BRA  deputy 
director  Ron  Fong.  The  Chinatown 
Neighborhood  Council  hopes  to  make  a 
recommendation  on  the  matter  at  its 
September  19  meeting. 

Fong  said  the  George  Pan  issue  is  not 
the  focus  of  the  BRA’s  attention  at  this

time.  “I  wouldn’t  say  that  that’s  the  focus 
of  the  neighborhood  council  or  the  other 
people  reviewing  the  proposals,”  he  said. 
“I’d  say  it’s  a  focus  of  the  articles  but  not 
necessarily  community  members.” 

“To  me  it  neither  helps  nor  hurts,” 
says  Fong  of  the  Pan  issue.  “But  I  think  it 
might  help  in  the  eyes  of  some  people  in 
the  community  if  they  think  George  is  the 
real  issue.” 

“George  is  not  a  make  or  break  issue 
for  us,”  he  added,  explaining  that  the  real 
issues  were:  “how  either  team  would 
assure  the  development  of  this  affordable 
housing  project,”  “how  affordable  it 
becomes  due  to  their  ability  to  get  financ¬ 
ing,”  and  “how  responsive  the 
developers  may  be  to  the  community.”

College  of  Art. 

“We  wanted  something  that  would 
reflect  China,”  said  Tsen,  who  is  a 
graduate  of  the  MFA’s  Museum  School. 
“It’s  in  front  of  a  park  so  we  thought  it 
would  be  a  place  for  reflection,  a  place  to 
travel  into  China.” 

The  mural,  which  should  be  completed 
in  six  weeks,  will  be  painted  on  the  side 
of  CEDC’s  six  story  Oxford  Place 
residential  building  at  15  Oxford  St.  The 
outline  of  the  work  has  already  been 
drawn  with  charcoal  and  paint,  and  the 
artists  will  begin  the  actual  painting  as 
soon  as  the  paint  arrives. 

According  to  CEDC’s  Glenn  Braver- 
man,  $7,500  is  still  needed  to  cover  the 
cost  of  painting  the  mural.  He  said  that 
donations  were  being  sought  from  the 
community  and  that  one  way  to  raise 
money  would  be  to,  have  contributors 
sponsor  several'  ihurai  painting 
workshops  for  children. 

Tsen  said  the  size  of  the  mural  requires 
that  the  artists  not  be  afraid  of  heights  as 
well  as  the  ability  to  visualize  the  entire 
painting  as  they  paint  the  individual  sec¬ 
tions. 

“I  worked  on  the  other  Chinatown 
mural,”  says  Tsen,  “and  that  was  very 
exciting.  This  one  is  different  because  it’s 
a  reproduction.” 

“You  have  to  understand  what  was  in 
the  original  work  and  respond  to  the 
original  work  and  at  the  same  time  use  all 
your  skill  as  an  artist  to  make  the 
reproduction,”  he  explains.  In  addition, 
the  original  work  was  painted  in  Chinese 
style  with  ink  on  silk,  while  the  mural 
will  be  painted  with  Western  style  acrylic 
paint. 

According  to  Tsen,  the  painting  was 
selected  from  the  MFA’s  highly  regarded 
Asian  art  collection.  “The  MFA  has  a 
wonderful  Asiatic  collection,”  he  said, 
“and  it’s  not  being  used  by  the 
Chinatown  community  that  much.  So  we 
thought  we’d  make  a  link.  We  looked 
through  many  paintings  at  the  MFA.” 

“In  one  sense,”  says  Tsen  of  the  pain¬ 
ting,  “it’s  just  a  depiction  of  a  mountain 
and  waterfall.  In  another  sense  it’s  a 
spiritual  travel,  a  travel  into  the  spirit 
realm,  the  upper  ranges.” 

Located  close  to  the  heart  of 
Chinatown’s  commercial  district,  the 
painting,  said  Tsen,  will  lend  a  new 
dimension  to  the  character  of  the  area. 
“It  will  give  focus  to  commercial 
Chinatown,”  he  said.  “In  general  it  will 
give  people  a  strong  sense  of  their  own 
identity.  It’s  a  strong  statement  of  their 
ethnic  origins.” 

Tsen  points  out  that  the  depiction  of 
Chinese  in  the  media  is  often  limited. 
The  mural,  he  added,  will  provide  a  way 
to  show  the  people  of  Chinatown  a  less 
visible  aspect  of  their  own  tradition.  “In 
this  case  it  will  also  give  visitors  a  better 
understanding  of  Chinese  culture,”  he 
said.

.munities,”  he  said.  “The  role, 
he  played  in  building  on  the 
capacity  of  community  based  in¬ 
stitutions.” 

“We  were  pretty  poor  as  a 
family,”  he  said.  “He  could 
have  made  a  lot  of  money  but 
chose,  rather,  to  be  poor.  My 
father  used  what  skills  he  had  to 
benefit  others.  Money  should 
not  be  the  motivating  factor  for 
what  a  person  does.” 

The  second  of  four  children, 
Dow  was  bom  in  Seoul,  Korea 
in  1950,  the  year  the  Korean 
War  began.  His  father  was  a 
U.S.  Army  captain,  his  mother  a 
Korean  of  Chinese  descent.  On¬ 
ly  a  few  memories  of  war- 
stricken  Korea  are  fresh  in  his 
mind:  “I  remember  the  long 
hallways,  the  darkened  rooms. 
Those  were  pretty  dramatic 
years.”  At  the  age  of  three,  he 
returned  to  the  United  States, 
and  hasn’t  been  back  to  Korea 
since. 

Dow  attended  Lake  Forest 
College  in  Lake  Forest  Illinois. 
After  graduate  work  at  the 
University  of  Colorado,  Dow 
returned  to  Boston  in  1987  to 
join  the  Community  Fellows 
Program  at  the  Massachusetts 
Institute  of  Technology.  There, 
side  by  side  with  the  Chinese 
Progressive  Association,  he 
studied  the  recent  layoffs  of  over 
300  Chinatown  garment 
workers. 

In  1987  he  joined  AARW.  “It 
was  back  in  1985,  when  I  was 
still  in  Colorado,  when  I  was  in¬ 
vited  to  be  an  out-of-state 
member  of  the  Asian  American 
Resource  Workshop’s  board  of 
directors,”  he  said.  “But  it 
wasn’t"  until  the  Fall  of  1987 
when  I  made  a  commitment  to 
the  AARW  and  became  its  ex¬ 
ecutive  director.” 

Working  in  the  conunumty, 

dealing  with  the  issues  that  are 
of  concern  to  him,  makes  his 
work  satisfying.  “I  am  happy  to 
see  changes  that  occur  as  a  result 
of  people’s  work,”  he  said.  “To 
see  that  garment  workers  are  be¬ 
ing  given  the  training  that  they 
are  entitled  to.  To  find  young 
Asian  Americans  recognizing 
that  they  have  a  real  heritage  in 
the  United  States.” 

“If  you  are  not  connected  to 
the  past,  then  you  have  no  direc¬ 
tion  for  the  future,  therefore  no 
understanding  of  the  present.”
